TRUTH AND JUSTICE 
From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
CARLOW, Sunday. 


Truth and justice formed the subject cf 
the pastoral of tho Most Rev. Dr. Thoma: 
Keogh, Bishop of Kildare and Leighlin. : 

Speaking of truth, he commented :—‘‘Rea. 
the Press accounts of the ordinary trials i 
our Law Courts, make every possible conces- 
sion to misunderstanding and difference 0! 
viewpoint, every possible allowance for visi: n 
distorted by strong feeling and passion, y t, 
there remains in cases suc tent contradic. 
tion between the sworn evidence on either 
side regarding a plain, simple, unmistakable 
fact or event, that it can only be explained 
by perjury on the one side or the other, or 
possibly on both.” 

It was much to be feared that where a 
habit of lying had become deeply rooted in 
a man's moral fibre that not even the sanctity 
of the oath or the sin of perjury would 
compel a. confession of truth; hence, not in- 
frequently, judges in our courts had to 
reprimand witnesses for unsatisfactory answer- 
ing, and even to commit them to trial for 
perjury. 

When referring to justice, the bishop said 
that canvassing—a prevalent practice— might 
easily lead to a violation of the principle of 
justice. It was true that the mere asking 
of a position was not against justice, but 
there was a danger that the canvasser would 
not content himself with pressing the merits 
of his favourite and there would be a strong 
temptation to discredit an opponent. There 
was nothing so common to-day than the so- 
called “use of influence,” and unfortunately 
in many cases it had too much efficacy. 

Another aspect of justice referred to sale- 
able commodities, for which there existed a 
just price—not rigidly fixed, but free to vary 
within certain narrow limits. To pay less 
than the lowest just price for an article was 
unjust; to demand more than the highest 
just price was equally unjust. To demand 
excessive profit was against justice, and that 
this form of injustice was prevalent, or, at 
least, that it was to be feared in times of 
crises, was proved by the fact that the civil 
law had enacted stringent measures to deal 
with the profiteer and his methods.

At a general meeting of the Dublin Unt- 
versity Engineering Society in Trinity College 
on Friday last, the President, ofessor 
Purser, M.A., in the chair, Mr. N. A. Oswald 
read a paper on '' The Maidenhead By-Pass.” 
Having briefly described the geological for- 
mation of the district, he proceeded to give 
details of the actual constructional works, 
which commenced last June, and in which 
he was engaged during the summer. 

After dealing with the clearing of the site 
and the setting-out of the road, which is of 
the modern twin-carriageway type, Mr. 
Oswald gave a description of the fiood cul. 
verts of various types which had been con- 
structed on the 44-mile section of road on 
It was found neces- 
sary to construct four bridges, two of which 
were of considerable size, and the author 
gave an adequately illustrated account of 
their erection. The address concluded with 
a reference to the regrading of a small 
stream which enters the Thames near the road 
site. It was estimated that the cost of the 
whole scheme would be about £286,000. 

A vote of thanks was proposed by Mr. 
R. L. Stevens, who made some general re- 
marks on trunk road construction and 
mentioned several important factors in the 
execution of such schemes. 

In secondmg, Mr. G. H. Kingston gave & 
complete description of the up-to-date 
equipment in use on the scheme described by 

r. Oswald. ' 

The following members also contributed to 
the discussion:—Messrs. McCausland, Ash- 
more, Mahony, O’Brien, Collen, Keegan, 
Mitchell, Booth and the Chairman.

PINIONS are rather mixed as to the 
forthcoming visit of Mr. Sumner 
Welles, the personal representative of 
President Rooseveit. In some quarters 
there is a dis tr oe to look upon the 
action of the ce, dent as interference in 
matters that do not really concern a 
neutral. country, but this feeling is not 
and is likely to disappear 
‘when it is better recognised that Mir. 
Sumner Welles hus a mission to ascertain 
facts regarding the war and the future 
talk of peace as seen from all sides. The 
British and French Governments have 
nothing to fear from any inquiry, and 
Mr. Sumner Welles will be given all tho 
information he requires. If his efforts 
should in any way help to. make peace, 
they would be the more welcome; but at 
the moment that does not seem possible. 
The Allies demand a peace making the 
world safe for democracy, while it was 
said in Berlin yesterday that the German 
Government will be satisfied only with a 
German peace and all that it entails. In 
United States circles here it is considered 
that President Roosevelt has no desire to 
launch diplomatic action, and that the 
mission entrusted to Mr.*Sumner Welles 
is akin to that given to the late Colonel 
House during the last war. He was 
descri as a Nie Ambassador, 
ursuing inquiries in a quarters and in 
LASTAS féach with President Wilson. 
The tacts between the United States 
and other neutral countries and the closer 
association with the Vatican are possibly 
associated with the visit of Mr. Sumner 
Welles, and the course of events will be 
watched with the keenest interest through- 
out Europe.

*! Export Difficulties 


The Export Council, which has been 
set up under the chairmanship of Sir 
Andrew Duncan, President of the Board 
of Trade, is to make an effort to co. 
ordinate the steps taken by manufacturing 
firms and exporters to increase the volume 
of British overseas trade. It is not merely 
a matter of manufacturing the goods, since 
there are difficulties in the way of export 
licences and in obtaining space in outward- 
bound ships. It is hoped that fewer ships 
will sail in ballast, and that more wil! 
be carrying manufactured goods. The 
convoy system has been working with re- 
markable smoothness, and has proved qn 
effective means of countering enemy action, 
but it involves sailing at a fixed time in 
order to form part of the convoy, and ‘t 
has not always been possible for ships to 
wait for cargo intended for them. There 
is much useful work for the Export 
Council to do, and already it is dealing 
with the question of cargo space in vessels 
to be coavoyed. 


Meat Scheme Complaints 


Butchers and officials of the Ministry 
of Food continue to blame each other for 
the shortcomings which are being reveilei 
in the meat rationing plan, and it is 
possible that changes may be made before 
the scheme actually comes into operation 
on March lith. The principal trouble 
appears to be concerned with distribution, 
and the improvised methods adopted have 
failed to work satisfactorily. In pro- 
vincial districts it is complained that the 
allocation of cattle to only 750 slaughter- 
houses involves much transportation, 
which did not occur when there were some 
15,000 slaughter-houses. With regard to 
the London area, the closing of the great 
market at Smithfield soon after the wat 
started was not popular, and distributiot 
plans since then have left room [for 
complaint. There are numerous distribu- 
tion centres in the suburbs, and ‘hey have 
proved unable to provide the service which 
was available when Smithfield was the 
centre for the whole of the London areca 
and beyond.

Car Drury, Precentor 
of St. Patrick * proechine in. i 
Cathedral yesterday ii ree ee 
of a series of special Lent lectures, spoke 
“of some ugly facts which were the direct 
or indirect result of human sin.” 

No more horrible illustration of the 
ravages Of sin, he said, could be furnished 
than that which pressed upon them daily— 
the fact of the war. Could they doubt that 
war was the result of the sin of pride, which 
was, indeed, an aspect of selfishness? What 
else was that exaggerated patriotism which 
was working such destruction in the world? 
Was not. its whole tendency to be regardless 
of the rights of other nations? Was it not a 
significant fact that nearly all great Christian 
thinkers put pride in the forefront of primary 
sin? Was not pride the inordinate assertion 
of self? Some people said that war marked 
the failure of Christianity. Were they not 
justified in saying that Christianity showed 
the failure of war?  Assuredly when 
Christianity was practised, it brought with 

-it peace and goodwill and happiness. War 
brought devastation, lust, crime and misery. 

One of the most ugly facts of life was the 
ravages. of lust. robably few of them 
were aware of the extent of this evil. It 
could not be spoken of in the open way in 
which they could consider other sins 
because of the fear of ministering 
to a morbid and unhealthy curiosity, which 
was itself a danger. If war had slain its 
thousands, lust had slain its tens of thou- 
sands. In all great cities—and Dublin was 
not exempt from it—there was secretly 
organised vice, which constituted one of the 
most baffling problems with which civilisation 
had to deal. From these nurseries of wicked- 
ness foul diseases spread, which tainted a 
large portion of the population, bringing un- 
speakable suffering to innocent and guilty, 
and providing the chief problem for infir- 
maries and asylums.

It is a manifest weakness of the Irish

Our Irish judges often have to 
complain of the “‘ intimidation of witnesses, 

or of their refusal to come forward to give 
evidence of what they know. If in any way 
the term, “' political,’’ can be applied to an 
act of lawlessness, this is supposed to excuse 
it, and even to make the perpetrator a 
national hero. How often do we hear the 
euphemism, “He died for the love of 


Jreland,” applied to one who had suffered the 


extreme penalty of the laws of his own 
country? Far better to live and work for 
Ireland, and to do our best to make our 
country peaceful and law-abiding, and a 
credit before the world to the freedom which 
we now enjoy.. There is no Irishman, North 
or South, who would not be delighted to see 
our beloved country united, and warning 
together for the common good in aní 
harmony and mutual charity, as one of the 
free nations of the Commonwealth? cts 
of criminal violence can never bring this 
about, or force by threats the British Parlia- 
ment to commit an act of unparalleled 
treachery to its most loyal friends. In these 
days of aggression and anarchy in Europe 
the British federation of free nations,’ includ- 
ing Ireland, might form a nucleus around 
which all peace-loving nations would gather 
to form an irresistible League of Nations, 
which could put down aggression, and pre- 
serve the peace of the world.

THE RAILWAY SETTLEMENT

will be available for the payment of interest. 
Greek bonds, too, have reflected the rather 
better interest, payments: offered by the 
Government of that country. The improve- 
ment in prices has been chiefly in the South 
American section. Brazilian issues are sub- 
stantially higher, though, as recently shown. 
there is little likelihood of a resumption of 
interest payments on the Brazilian, debt—at 
least, on a scale that would justify a much 
higher level of prices. Market values of 
Chilean Government bonds have about 
doubled since the outbreak of war because of 
the prospect of increased revenues from the 
Nitrate Sales Corporation and‘ the tax on 
copper mining profits, such revenues being 
applied as to 50 per cent. to interest pay- 
ments and the balance to debt redemption.

BENEVOLENT FUND HELPS 
WIDOWS 


“ Even if we could, we would not invite 
further legislation, because if legislation 
could cure all ills we ought to be one of the 
happiest nations in the word,” said Mr. PD. 
Q’Brien, Chairman of the Irish Commercial 
Travellers’ Association, at their annual meet- 
ing, held in the Central Hotel, Dublin, on 
Saturday night. 

Mr. O'Brien, in referring to petrol ration- 
ing, said that they had heard of many cases 
of men who had not been able to get 
sufficient coupons. There was never a law, he 
said, which did not have its inequalities. 

The report stated that during the year 
constant and careful attention had been given 
to their fundamental object—that of assisting 
as far as possible, the widows and orphans of 
deceased commercial! travellers. A case which 
ended during the year under review was that 
of a young widow, with seven children, aged 
between one and thirteen years, which the 
Association took in hand fifteen years ago, 
and during these years contributed upwards 
of £1,000, with the result that the family was 
still together and now self-supporting. 

Notwithstanding further depreciation 
through Stock change fluctuations, the 
investments of the Association were still worth 
considerably more than their original cost. 
The revenues derived from the Benevolent 
Fund collection boxes and dinner collections 
had shown a decrease. The Association 
tendered its grateful thanks to the many 
honorary subscribers for their continued 
support in carrying out their benevolent 
work. They also tendered their thanks to 
the hotel proprietors for helping them in many 


ways. 
The Chairman (Mr. O’Brien) paid a tribute 
to the outgoing chairman, G. EB Ledbetter, 
who had done a great deal for his less 
fortunate fetlows. The work of the Irish 
Commercial Travellers’ Association, which 
was wholly a benevolent society, was worth 
of the support of eve wavelet in rekon
